Tokio, April 26. — A heavy earth 
shook, oentgrlng in Toklo, occurred at 
10:16 o'clock this morning. Great 
damage waa done to buildings and 
their contents. 

Several persons were killed, nojpa 
of them being Americana or Euro- 
peans. 

The earthquake was one of the most 
severe e.\.perlen$td here In a long 
period. Offlciah stated It lasted 15 
minutes, the lo: qest in years. 

The American embassy was slightly 
damaged and many of tha «Milbita at 
the peace exhibition were broken. 

Yokohama was as severely shaken 
as Toklo, and the Chinese quarter In 
Yokohama was virtual ly destroyed 
and the watorwor'KS disrupted.

Yama, 90 miles northwest of ToUo. 
which broke out with a loud report, 
pouring "jrth. volumes of ashes, stones 
and smr'te.

• ' Farsightedness in American diplomacy was never more impress- 
ively illustrated than in the refusal of President Hnrdin^f to send a 
representative of the United States to the Genoa Conferenco." says 
the Republican Publicity Asseeiation. "It will be remembered that 
as a principal reason for not sendinp a delegate President Harding 
declared that the conference was to be political and not economic. In 
pursuance of the traditional policy of the United States of not en- 
gaKins ill European political entanglements he held that the people of 
this eounti-j' desired no representation at the Oenoa Conference. 

"Scarcely had the conference organized before this statement of 
President Harding was fully' proven to be absolutely accurate. Like 
II tluuiderbolt from a clear sky came Ihe disclosure of a treaty between 
Soviet Russia and Germany, political in its purpose and apparently 
designed to make trouble for all the other nations participating in tlie 
conference. According to all press reports, delegates' from the other 
principal nations we erstunned by the disclosure and doulifs are ex- 
pressed whether it will be possible to aceomplisli anything whatever 
at subsequent deliberations. 

•'"Wniatever may be the outcome of the situation presented by 
the agreement enterd into by Germany and Russia, it is readily to lie 
seen that the United States has no proper place in th.- Genoa con- 
ference. Undoubtedly the problems of Europe need solution. Certain 
it is that there can be no great progress or reconstrution in Central 
and Eastern Europe until there has been reached a basis of under- 
standing which ynll insure each of the nations against aggression by 
the others and permit them to disband their military organisations, 
discontinue their military expenditures and concentrate their re- 
souiHies upon restoration of the industries of peace. This international 
assttrance is primarily a political problem that must he worked out by 
the spokesmen of the different government*! directly concerned. Only 
in a very remote degree is the United States interested in the political 
relationships between the different nations of Europe. Its interest is 
not so diirect as to justify this countr}- in becoming a party to the 
negotiations or agrements by whieh*European dierences are settled. 

"ThLs eountrj- stands r.-ady now. as it always has. to give friendly 
assistance to other nations in the settlement of their differences, if 
they see fit, by mutual consent, to ask for such aariatance and receive 
it ill a friendly way. If tlh' United States were represented at Genoa 
it would be a party to everj' controversy and would find itself ar- 
rayed against one gi'oup or another and arousing antagonisms which 
would make it impossiiblc to be a factor in the promotion of peace. 
The quarrels are not ours, and however much we might desire to see 
them ended in order that prosperity and happiness may be restored 
in Europe, there is no possibility of our being able to assist by becom- 
ing a party. Our first duty is to put our own house thoroughly in 
order and tints by our example show other nations what they might 
well do themselves, and stand read^, if invited, to assist in compromia- 
ing or othcmise ending differences in fdiieh we have no personal in- 
terest and which we could, therefore, assist in adjudicating with un- 
prejiuiiced minds. There is no likelihood whatever that the United 
States will officially voliuiteer suggestions. Neither \vill it refuse, if 
requested, to aid in the role of an impartial and well-wishing friend 
to all concerned."

— Tobacco flea 
beetles have been tncreasins rapidly 
in Kentucky during the post two yoar* 
accordliiK to II H. Jowett, entomoloK- 
Ut at the Kentuckjr Axricultural K 
porlmont Station Tho amount of 
age which lhi>y do thin yi'ur will 
ponj larst'ly ujioii how they have come 
through tho wiutor in various ■ecUooi 
of tho state, he said. The iniocts are 
rocosnized as one of tho wont pests 
that trouble tobacco growers. 

"Spraying tobacco planu with arse- 
nate of lead at the rate at ooa pevad 
of paste to tea galkma oT watar or with 
tbe powder at the rata of oaa pooad to 
20 galloas ol waUr haa beaa (oaad to 
be a saooaasAil method at daatrayiag 
tha inaeots.

The eolution Is stir- 
red frequently with a paddle during 
the dipping.
